Declares Prize Essay 


•Milk is a perfect food," Is tho dec- 


laration of Miss Henrietta Buc'.l, 1C. 
of tho Milton Junction (state graded 
school who won first prize in the coun- 
ty for an essay on milk as a food, In' 
tho contest conducted by tha Bock 
County Farm Bureau. Her essay Is as 
follows: 
"To prove this statement wo have 


chemical analysis. Jtilk has been an- 
alyzed and found to contain exactly 
the right amount .of each of the food 
elements. 
The vltamincs which are 


lacking in most foods are there. 


"Another proof is tho proof of ex- 


perimentation. 
An experiment . has 


boon made on some poultry. Two 
groups of chickens wore kept in-sep- 
arate pens. 13ach group had equally 
good hens, and they were fed tho 
same kind and the samo amount of 
food, with the. exception that' there 
was a largo pan of skimmed milk In 
ono group all tho time. These hens 
produced 133 eggs during the same 
tlmo that tho other group produced 
3G eggs. JHlt Diet Common.

"Another Important feature of milk 


is that it 13 easily digested. People 
who have trouble with indigestion are 
very often-put on a milk diet because 
they arc then getting the proper food 
In an easily digested form. 


"Milk is tho food that babies liv« 


on. Small chlld/cn can live on milk 
alone which they can do on no other 
food. 
"The milk from the cow, goat, cam- 


el, reindeer, nss and ewe has been used 
from the earliest times as a human 
food, and its products including butter 
and cheese, have been used by differ- 
ent nations from the remote ages of 
the past. Butter was used by the Hin- 
dus as early as 2,000.B. C.

"Some people think cheese Is hard 


to digest,-'out it is not when eaten 
properly', aa proved by experiments. 


"Many people'think-that milk docs 


not agree with them, but.it is not the 
fault of the milk but the fault of the 
manner in which It Is taken. It should 
be sipped; slowly. People do not eat 
as much'-of .other foods when they 
have milk. 
"The-.percentage, of children, who 


drink at least two cups of milk a day, 
is very small even in this'little town 
where -milk is1''so .plentiful.. .People 
do not buy so much milk because they 
think It is expensive, but when you 
take into consideration the food val- 
ue in it, and the price, you would have 
to pay for the -same amount oC food 
in some other form, you find it to be 
quite economical."

' . S o ions as railroads are Incorporated under 
state law and in so many ways must deal with state 
regulation aside from freight and-passenger rates 
It has not yet been made clear to the average 
layman how tho United States shall say to any 
itate that within that stao a ccraln rate shall he 


. charged for freight and passenger service, and be 


freed 'by tho Federal -government. 
That-would 


certainly appear on the surface to be an encroach- 
ment on the state's right. Wisconsin acted many 
years ago In fixing a passenger rate. Whether that 
now has-been abrogated by the Federal law is,to 
be settled on Fcb'.. 2S. 


It has been argued that the supreme courts 


decision in reference to1 the Federal-liquor law 
and the ISth amendment is a precedent. But it 
would seem that this is quite another-question. 
The Federal constitutional amendment expressly 
provides for stato action in. harmony with the 
Federal statutes and regulations.

Washington,-D. C., Fob. IS.—An American in-

Government, working together, havo broken a

The story of how this was done is already wcu 


known to most mechanical engineers, and others 
who closely followed developments in mechanical 
technology, but it has never been adequately told 
to tho general public.

a scientific bureau of his Government works to 
help both Industry as a whole, and individuals 
who need help in developing their ideas. It is of 
special interest risht now, when the whole country 
seems-to be adopting a critical attitude toward 
Federal activities and Federal expansion. There 
sooms to bo a general feeling that we sot too much 
Federal Government during the war, and a desire 
to find out just what the Government ought to do 
and what it-ought not to do. 


One of the smallest parts oC tho Federal Govern- 


ment is Us system ot scientific laboratories where 
scientific problems bearing on. jigriculturc. Indus- 
try and health aro worked out. 
These bureaus 


arc not .primarily administrative. They represent 
a cooperative effort on the part of tho American 
people to apply science, to tho problems'ot then- 
daily lives. They are' often criticized in Congress 
and elsewhere for their extravagance a/id.they got 
about ono per cent of tho money appropriated to 
run the Federal Government in 1920. 


Tho Bureau ot Standards is a typical one of 


these bureaus. 
It maintains standards of weight, 


measure, and tho like, and. does work toward 
standardizing materials, which is perhaps the 
greatest single step toward economy in manufac- 
ture. It tests all of tho materials purchased by 
: Government, and also makes tests tor private

Johannson trot about ?800 a set for them, which 
was probably twice what it cos.t him to make 
them, and during the war this price more than 
doubled, while it was hard to get them at any 
price because the demand exceeded the supply. 


!Now to get back to the Bureau ot Ordnance, 


which had a great and pressing need for precision 
gauge blocks. 
It also had in its employ one 


Major W. E. Hoke, who had an idea. He thought 
10 saw how precision gauge1 blocks coi^ld be.made 
by machinery. 
His idea, roughly, was this: ' Cut 


the blocks as near the desired size as possible. 
Then place them between two surfaces, the upper 
ot which is a slowly-moving grinding'surface, set 
.0 grind the blocks as near'as possible to the 
size desired. 
There wou-ld, of course, -he error. 


What-Major Hoke thought, and afterward proved, 
was that iC these blocks were shifted In position 
between the two surfaces, in a regular-rotation, 
the-errors would tend to compensate each other, 
and all of these blocks would come out -exactly 
the same size. 


This may seem not probable to you. It does not 


seem probable to a laynidn, even when he looks 
at the machine doing it, as we did. But it worked. 
Major Hoke was assigned by the War Department 
Lo the Bureau of Standards, and there, with the 
help Of tha Government r.-.en and in the Oox-orn- 
mnet shops, ho worked out his machine. He gave 
tho Government the use of the machine, but he 
,vas allowed to take out the patent in'his own 
name.
